of the present business outlook, with 
special empasis on the healthy state 
of the institution of life insurance in 
Canada, 
- The total new business written 
this year by insurance companies in 
Canada is estimated to reach 640 
million dollars, Mr Earle announe- 
ed; total insurance in force about 
$6,700,0110,000, while the total 
amount paid to policyholders and 
beneficiaries exceeded $150,000 O00, 
These totals, Mr Earle emphasized, 
were exclusive of fraternal insurance 
and compared most favorably with 
the corresponding figures for 1938. 

“General business conditions 
throughout Canada are better than 
was the case a year ago,’’ Mr. Earle 
told the press, “Continuous im- 
provement is in evidence in all di- 
rectiona. Unemployment has 
lessened considerably through enroll- 
ment into military service. 

Turning to the war, Mr Earle 
reviewed the steps taken to protect 
the interests of all Canadian policy 
holders, civilian and military alike, 
following the outbreak of hostilities 
in September. He analyzed the war 
clause now incorporated in all new 
Policies issued, pointing out that it 
was the view of the life insurance 
companies transacting business in 
the Dominion that they should act 
uniformly on the basis of the best 
experience and judgment; available, 

“After careful consideration, said 
Mr. Earle, and with a view tothe 
ssfeguarding of Canada’s enviable 
insurance structure, a war and avia- 
tion clause was adopted, with the 
following provisions:
